There were Goodwin 
and Lnfclier, Iho older sons, separat- 
ed by Makopeaec, wliosf^ hair ami 
eyes were as dark us her brothers'. 

Lemuel and Constance wore ronini 
and rosy little gypsie.s, smaller edi- 
tions of the three older ones.

'Belleville Bxnni, in the Clas/^wah'. 
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I have herefore iriven in these

Empire •■ Koran and its ex 

planatory notes are many curious 
trailitious of Arabia and the East, 
lioMi ante and jiost-diliivian. In 
t radii ions thousands of years old 
f.icis become mixed with fables; 
therefore the reader should assimi- 
late what is here written cum (jrano 
salts — that is, with a grain of salt 

The Koian, as translated, is an 
onlinary-si'iSed book of 460 pages. 
If the notes ex)daining the meaning 
of various passagesand the tr.idi- 
tio.is connected with them were 
eliminated, it would be only about 
250 pages. It is divided into 1 l-t 
chapters, the longest in the fore 
part of tlip book and the 8hcM*t»>sT 
in the last paires. Th«> subject 
mutter is jammed into- chapters 
without panigraph <li visions and 
each sentence, or sub-division by 
semi-colon, isc.-illed a verse. There 
are many passay:es magnificent in 
sublimity and in literary merit the 
Eni;lish translation, although in- 
ferior iu eloquent dicTion to the ori- 
ginal in Arai'ic, is valued among 
the ninety-nine books of the Chan- 
dos Classics. 

The shortest ch.ipter is the ll'-Jth. 
"Say, God is one God : the eternal 
(»od : he begetteth not, neither is he 
begotten: and there is not any like 
unto him." This chapter is called 
four verses, anil is entitled "The 
Unity of God " Each chapter 
has its headings and the vvoi-ds " Re- 
vealed at Mecca." or Medina, or un- 
known. Under these are the words: 
" In The Niiino Of The Most Merci- 
fyil God." Tho 2iid chapter: 
entitled " The Cow," has 2?6 verses 
Other chapters are entitled The 
Genii: The War Hoiscs Which 
Run Swiftly: The Elephant : Iron: 
Ho Frowned, etc , elo " All 
headlines to chapters are from 
citcumstances in history, war, or 
from thiiiirs immeilialely coticetning 
Miihomel or his followers. 

"Entitled H" Frowned," is saiil to 
icfer to M.ahomrt talking to a group 
of the Koreish when a lieugar broke 
in on him for aim". Mahomet turn- 
ed away with a frown Afterwards 
he repented and meeting th(> beg- 
jrar t-reateil him with alms and the 
utmost kindness, 

"Enlitlcd Iron": God tauiiht 
Adam its u'reai usefulness and how 
to mine it. Ii is said A<lHm btought 
five things from Paradise: "Anan- 
vil, a tongs, two hammers, one large 
one small, and a needle " 

"Entitled The Elephant"; One 
Atiraha, a ('hrisfiaii, built a inairiii- 
Hceiit cliurch at Sanaa with the ob- 
ject of drawing ttie pilgrim Arabs 
away from the Caal)A at Mecca. 
The Koreish, then fierce idolaiors, 
seeina; the coneonrse to the Caal>a 
diminish, seiit one Nofail. who, get- 
ting into the chinch at niuht, de- 
fihnl the altar and walls with his 



excrements. Abraha, incensed, 
obtained a troop of elephants from 
the king of Ethiopia ami with them 
and an army set out lo destroy the 
Caaba. The Meceans, on their 
ap|iroach, fled to the near-by moun- 
tains, uuiible to defend against such 
a force .lust without the city the 
elephant Abraba rod« suddenly 
lialked, the army halted and, as 
the Arabs claim, God intervened : 
a large flock ot birds, like swal- 
low, came flying from the s<ia coast , 
each liird cairyinu three small 
stoii'S, one in ilieir bill and one in 
each claw. These stones the lards 
threw down on the heads of Al>ra- 
ha's men, which passing thn>uy;h 
their bodies and out at their funda- 
ments, killed all they struck. Then 
a flood came and swept both deail 
and living into the sea. This story 
is laid in the year of Mahomet's 
liirth. An authority charges the 
prophet with coining this miracle 
trom a similar Strang** defeat of 
Brennus in his march to attack the 
temple of Apollo at Delphi. 

" Entitled The Cow," in »>rief : A 
Jew had ninidered a relaliv*- and 
Ci)iiveyed the boily to a distant place 
to prevent discovery Other pt^r 
.sons wpie accused of the crime l)e- 
fore Moses, but God, it is said, com- 
manded that a cH>w, liMvinir part'- 
ctilur marks, should be killed. A 
younsr man loul such acow^ the only 
one answering the disci iiit ion. He 
was approached liy a genii who 
oflfered six and then twelve pieces 
of gold for the cow. It was refused 
on the advice of the man's mother, 
who perceived that he was dealing 
with iin an^el. The genii then ex- 
pbiined that certain laiaoliles 
would pay the cow's weiuhl in yidd. 
TJio cow WHS 1 <«n<l her 

dead V)ody, beiu^ k liy divine 

direction, revived and standing up 
named the person who committed 
the murder, immediately falling 
dea<l again It is argued that this 
story wss from the red heifer liurnt 
by Jewish law: her ashes lieinir 
kept for purifying those who liap- 
eiied lo touch a cor|ise: als*) from 
the heifer to be slain for the ex- 
piiition of an uncertain murder, as 
ii Deuteronomy 21 : 1-9. 

It is said that certain of the Kore- 
ish proposed to Mahomet that if he 
would worship their t;ods for a yeai , 
they would worship his' God for the 
same length of time ; upon wliiidi 
the following chapter was revealed : 
Chapter 109— "Say, O unbelievers. 
I will not worship that which ye 
woi-sliip : nor will ye worship that 
which I worship. Neither do I wor- 
ship thit which ye worship : neither 
do ye worship ihiit which I woiship. 
Ye have your religion, .in. I 1 my 
religion." 

The t^reation, chapt'' s^y, 

do ye indeeil disbelieve 111 lum who 
cieatcd the earth in two days? 
And he placed in the earth mount- 
tains firmly rooted, rising above the 
.same : and he blessed it : and 
provided therein ;he food of the 
creatures desigiieil to be the in- 
habitants thereof, ill four days. 
(In all, six days, Adam ludnn creat- 
ed last). Then he set his mind to 
the creation of heaven : aim if was 
smoke : and he called to tlie earth 
and heaven to com at his command. 
Aud he formed them into seven 
heavens, in two days, and revealed 
into every heaven its oflBcc. And 
he adorned the lower heaven with 
liglits anil placed therein a y;iiftrd of 
angels." (The lights tieing the 
sun, moon aud stars ) 

The cnvition of Adam is involve*! 
in curious traditions : that God seat 
tlie anuels Gabriel. Michael and 
Israfll, one after the other, to bring 
seven haiidfuls of earth, from dif- 
ferent depths, and of ditTerent col 
ors, for that purpose. But the earth 
demurred ; that the creature he de- 
signed to fonn would rebel airainst 
him .and dr.iw down his curse upon 
her," at which they each ndurned 
empty handed God then sent the 
angel Azrail, who executed Ids mis- 
sion without remotse, for which rea- 
son God appointed this angel to be 
the instrument to separate the souls 
from the liodii^s of men, — t e , the 
angel of death. The earth was 
taken to a place between Mecca and 
Tayef, and there, with water kne.sded 
tiy au:;els and afreTwards fashioned 
by God himself into a human form, 
where it was left lo dry for forty 
days. The ang«»'8 often visited it 
and Eblis kicked it with his foot 
until the (lost rose. In time God 
!Uiim:iti'd the figure of cbiy with an 
intelligent soul .and, alter pl.ioing 



him in paradise, formed Eve out of 
his left side. God commanded the 
angels to worship Adam, but Eblis 
would not acknowledae him as his 
superior. Fortius he wasbanisheil 
fiom paradise and became the arch 
enemy of mankind. 

It was a belief that irrational 
animals will lie restored to life ai 
the resurrection, that they may be 
brought to judgment, and have 
vengeance taken of them for in- 
juries they did one another while in 
this world. The Koran: "And 
God hath <'iealed every animal of 
water, one of them goelh on his 
belly, another walketh on t,wo feet, 
anil another upon four feet." (This 
is not taken literally, but that the 
larger component parts of all bodies 
at;e of water.) 

There are other traditions of 
Adam: that when the breath of life 
was breathed into him and had 
reached to his navel, thelowerparts 
tieing yet clay, he tried to lise up 
and got a bad fall. Words in the 
Koran: "for man is hasty," are 
attribut»><l to this trailition. 

They say our first parentis were 
uiants of niiheard of size: that their 
prophet affirmed that Adam was as 
tall as a liisih palm tree; that Eve 
was not inferior to him in size an I 
pulchiitude In stature Adam's 
height was given at 60cut>its. A 
cubit in various countries varies 
from 17^ to over 20 inches, hence 
Adam would be 90 feet high 01 there- 
abouts. In comparison, where were 
Iheiriants of Ashteroth, Edrei and 
Ok, king of Bashan, the length of 
whose t>edstead indicated a ^iant 
12 t.o U feet hi«l:? 

Of the Temptation: Eblis, after 
his fall, tried to <.'et into paradise 
from outside the seventh heaven, 
lint was refused by 1 he guards. He 
then tried the animals, who all de- 
clined to h(dp him except a serpent, 
which, takiuir Eblis in his teeth, 
brought him to Adam, and thus 
they were tempted to eat of the for- 
bidden fruit. 

The Koran: "And we said, 
O Adam, dwell thou and thy wife in 
the garden and eat ot the fruit 
thereof plentifully wherever ye will, 
but appioaidi not this tree lest y«' 
liecome of the number of the trans- 
gressors. Hal Satan cauwd them 
to forfeit paradise, and lurnetl them 
out of the state of happiness wheie- 
in tliej' had been: wliereupon we 
said: Get ye down, the one of you 
an enemy unto the other: and there 
shall be a dwelling place for you on 
earth an<l a provision for a season. 
Get ye down !" 

Mahomet located the Garden of 
Eden in tho seventh heaven, and 
the tradition runs: thai when Adam 
and Eve were cnst out Adam fell on 
a mountain in the island of Ceylon, 
aii<l Eve fell ne.ii .Toddah ( the port 
of Mecca), in Arabia: that after a 
separation of 200 years, Adam, on 
his repentance, was conducted by 
the angel Gabriel to Mount Arafat, 
where he found and knew his wiff : 
that they retired from thence lo 
Ceylon, where they propagated their 
species. 

Our .scripture account of the crea- 
tion is very brief and mentions no 
daught<>r» of .\dam, but tradition 
■seems to fill in missing links. Cain 
had a twin sistei, so also had Abel 
When they grew up, Adam, liy 
God's direc.ion, ordere«l Cain to 
marry Abel's twin, and Abel to 
marry Cain's twin sister, that they 
misht not come too close in rela- 
tionship. This Cain refused be- 
cause his own twin was the most 
bojiuiiful and he wanted her. There 
upon Adam ordered them to make 
their ofrerini:s to God, referring the 
matter to His determination It is 
said that Cain's ofTering was a sliief 
of the worst of his corn, but Abel's 
a fat lamb, of the best of his flock.

Editor The Dkap- Mutes' Jour- 
nal : -I most indignantly repudiate 
the statement of " Quaker Brown " 
in your issue of January 7lh, that, 
at the Columlms Cunvention, I 
placed Mrs. Maun at the head of 
expert readers. I try always to 
steer widely clear of making any 
such statements, and particularly 
would I have done so at the timi^ of 
thi' Columbus Clonvention, when I 
had out}' tho sirantiest experieiuie of 
lip rea lers. 

It /.<* tho case, that I did say there, 
that iVlrs. Mann was the only lip- 
reader who had ever succeeded in 
reading my lips, but that was mere- 
ly a etatement of my own personal 
experience, and miles away from 
such a bumptious performance as 
///// undertaking to classify lii»- read- 
ers ; and it would then, and won hi 
now, be such a di.splay of conceit, 
for me to jiosture as an authority on 
professional matters, that I am sure 
I would not l)e equal to it. 

While I may not name the many 
noted lip-readiTM who have failed lo 
read my lips, I think I may name 
those who iiave succeeded. Tflcy 
are Mrs. Mann ; Dora Williams, a 
pupil at tbe Hartford School, about 
sixteen, I should think ; Grace 
Dahn, a pupil at the Buffalo School ; 
Vir^ie Haywood, Emma Piko and 
Orpah T^revalt, [iiipils at the Mor- 
ganion School ; and Helen Keller. 
Mrs, Mann, Dora Williams and 
Grace Dahn read me iiistanlly, 
wiihout any more difliculty than 
they did "easy rnoullis;" (Mrs. 
Mann urohled me forgspellin a to her, 
and Grace was jiiizzli'd to know 
why there was any diflieiilly). The 
Moiganton L'irls all stuck at first, 
explaining that my lips were " too 
thick." But a thought strucrk me, 
and by having Mrs. Hiird hpeak 
after mo the words Tbe girls stuck 
on, and sometimes manually spelling 
1 hem myself, they caiiyht on im 
mediately, iinl read without aii- 
parent dinic.-ulty. I sliould add 
that one boy, sitting down on my 
left, was reading mo all the time, 
init unfortunately I foigol to get 
his name, 

Helen K<dlcr delighted me be- 
beyond %ieasiiie by succeeding in 
reading me, when I made tho tital 
with almost full assurance fail (this 
was before I had nuit lh(! Morganton 
pupils). 

Now I regret that there is so 
much " Great I " in the foregoing, 
yet 1 do not wee how I can avoid it 
and draw the lesson I think I can 
see in my experience ; it seems to 
me that Ihe cases of Mrs. Mann, 
Dora Williams and Gra<'e Dahn, 
show iJiat there must be lip readers 
especially skilled in riiading diflicull 
mouths ; for neither Dora Williams 
nor Grace Dahn were considereil 
wonders as lip read(!rs, although 
lliey readilj' did what at least three 
of the specially noted extieit liji 
readers of the eoiintry utterly 
failed in. 

Then I think Ihal my experience 
with the Morganton pupils, shows 
that many lip readers lail with jioor 
subjects, from failing to (!at<di too 
many words, iiecoming bewildered 
tlieriby, and giving uj); while if the 
dini(^ulf words aro given them, in 
any way they can understand, they 
can, and do, catch them, and have 
little difficulty afterwards. With 
ihe fullest re<'ognition of Mrs, 
Muni's great abilities, still I cannot 
think that there are many other 
teachers who might have done the 
saino that she did, if llioy had only 
stuck t<7 it with the delerniinaflon 
she had. At one pure oral school, 
not one pupil. In any grade, could 
read anything I said except 'Helen 
Keller" ( I understand that is a 
very easy name to read on the li|)s), 
yot I bidiove that if they had been 
given the "try, try again," thai Ihe 
Morganton ones got, they would 
have made out. 

I made a trial at the Edgewood 
Park school, some months siiuic, 
and really was not siirprisiMl by 
finding rather Iho Ix^st reading 
was from a girl of about twelve, 
for I have g'd iiu.,ii in i,ir/:/ling 
experiences. 

There is one cm lou.s fact jii this 
connection, lliat [irobahly is only a 
chance — that no pure oralist ever 
read my lips, not one, although I wo 
of them had such coaches as Mr. 
John Dutlon Wrfglit, and the late 
Mi.sa Anna Allen. Those who roa<l 
ine freely were thoroughly versed in 
manual spidling an) signs; and Ihe 
Morganton pupils knew both, al- 
though they do not use them in the 
schoolroom. But <'erlainly, my ex- 
perience Jof.v teach mo one thing, 
that il isriof correct that knowledge 
of siu'iis and manual spelling ncces- 
Narily impairs ability lo read the 
lips. I dislike to meddle in a dis- 
puted professional que^'tion, l>ii/ 
how run J but have an opinion mi. a 
malh'.i based on my own repecded 
expnrif!ucen y Therefore, I liust I 
will De pardoned for this bit of (per- 
haps inip(M'tineni) assurance. "Qua- 
ker Brown " asks " if there are any 
totally deaf men or women, educat- 
ed at a school for the deaf, who can 
speak in such a manner as to give 
no outward indi(!aiion fhal some 
thing is out of gear with them?"

of people to a trade or profession, if you 
plea.se, which is far from oveierowded and 
which olTers Kood pay for good work- ther- 
miimeter-iTiakeiK. \Vliile a great many 
chiap uoods are imported, there is a class 
of goods which have to 1)0 made bore, and 
they must be of first quality. I refer to 
mechanical thermometers, mercury ther- 
inoiiietorR used in manufacturing, labora- 
tories, brewers, i^tc, I represent a linn who 
make Ibis class of goods ami we have great 
dilllciiUv in gi-ttiiig workmen, and when 
we do get men we Hnd tliev are foreigners. 

This class of work i(» light and easy — care 
and accuracy being the re(|uircmentB. 
The pay is about t3.50 per day for good 
men. Why can't we have American 
thermomotor-makersf No machines will 
ever dis))la(^o this kind of labor, as it is not 
a class of work which can be liamlled by a 
uiachiiie, that is, the glass blowing part. 

Deuf-mutes ought, as a class, to do this 
work nicely and their deafness would be no 
oliJK'clion, RS all such orders have to be 
submitted in .writing and not by 
conversation, W, tl. 8,

Xlie dalluiitli't Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memoi ial 
to the laleRev. Thomas Galhiudol, 
D.D., by the ere<;tion of a Pari-nh 
Hnilding for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148tli Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Aventre, and is Iniill 
some twenty-live feet l>a(d< from the 
line of the street to permit tlie erec- 
tion of such a builijiiig as aliove 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious an 1 social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most, fitting memorial lo him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The now biiihling will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty- ft ve feet 
along the street front and twenly- 
^\^ feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, rcv 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of Now York. The 
amount, required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
lie about $30,C00, and the building 
itself, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a consiiiciious monninent 
to him whose liftt was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They tlieniHelves 
heaitily endcnse the memorial.
